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Warning over dangerous drivers 


ROAD safety campaigners have issued an ur¬ 
gent warning to motorists in Bridport, after a 
Dorset County Council survey revealed driv¬ 
ers are still adopting a carefree attitude behind 
the wheel. 

Of the 850 people surveyed, more than half ad¬ 
mitted to speeding in 30mph zones and on country 
lanes. 

The majority of those people surveyed also said 
they knew of someone who had used a handheld 
mobile phone while driving. 

And one in six respondents admitted to having 
driven when unsure whether or not they were over 
the limit. 

Brake, the national road safety charity, said the re¬ 
sults of the survey were “worrying” but not unex¬ 
pected, and that more needed to be done to change 
drivers’ approach to road safety. 

Ed Morrow, Campaigns Officer for Brake, said: 
“All of the road safety concerns reported in Dorset, 
including drink-driving, speeding and mobile 
phone use at the wheel, remain major killers on our 
roads. 

“The fact that many people admit to having driven 
when not sure if they were over the limit goes to 
show that our current legal limit, one of the highest 
in Europe, is sending a confusing message to driv¬ 
ers in Bridport - it effectively asks drivers to guess 
whether they have had too much. 
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“In reality, even small amounts of alcohol worsen 
your reactions and judgement, which is why Brake 
is calling for a zero-tolerance limit to make it clear 
it should be not a drop for the road.” 

The findings coincide with a change in the law 
announced this week, which will enforce tougher 
sentences on banned drivers who cause death by 
dangerous driving. 

Prison sentences of up to 10 years, instead of the 
previous two, will be handed to disqualified drivers 
who cause death on the roads, and the changes are 
expected to come into force from early next year. 

Bridport councillors are currently campaigning 
for ways to improve safety on the A35, where a 
number of accidents have occurred in recent years 
at the Miles Cross junction and further down the 
road at the Crown roundabout. 

And work was recently carried out to restore 
white dividing lines on the Bridport to Weymouth 
coast road, after campaigners protested that the de¬ 
cision to remove them was unsafe. 


Councillor Geoffrey Ackerman, chairman of 
Bridport Town Council’s Highways and Trans¬ 
portation Sub-Committee, said Victoria Grove and 
West Bay Road were key areas where speeding was 
a persistent problem. 

He said: “Speeding in particular is still a big prob¬ 
lem in Bridport, and some roads are nothing but a 
rat-run. 

“Twenty mph limits are not being obeyed at all 
and some people go flying through at 40 or even 
45mph. 

“Victoria Grove is a key one where a speed limit 
has been introduced but is making no difference. 

“There is only so much that councils can do - it is 
up to individuals to obey the law. People must be 
more responsible for what they are doing on the 
roads, and the same thing applies with drink-dri¬ 
ving.” 

Eollowing the results of the survey, police in Brid¬ 
port have reinforced road safety messages warning 
against reckless driving in the town. 

Officers say unsafe overtaking, inappropriate 
stopping distances and driving without a clear view 
remain conunon occurrences that can lead to seri¬ 


ous collisions. 

Bridport section commander Inspector Mike 
Darby said: “The main causes of deaths on our 
roads are the ‘fatal four’ offences - speeding, driv¬ 
ing under the influence of drink or drugs, driver dis¬ 
tractions such as mobile phones and not wearing 
seatbelts - and Bridport police officers are very 
much enforcing those. 

“We spend a huge amount of time educating driv¬ 
ers and we will be starting a new sununer drink-dri¬ 
ving campaign in the coming months.”

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Town council defends 
its record on West Bay 


BRIDPORTTown Council has a "superb" 
record for delivering projects in West Bay 
and should not be blamed for the cur¬ 
rent state of its public areas, the Leader 
of the Council has said. 

In a letter to View From Bridport this 
week (see page 5), Councillor Sarah 
Williams said she was "very disap¬ 
pointed" by recent comments made by 
West Dorset District Councillor for Brid¬ 
port North Keith Day suggesting the 
town council had been "complacent" in 
handling the problems. 

The West Bay Community Forum met 
last month to discuss some of the most 
pressing issues affecting the resort, and 
there was standing room only as con¬ 
cerned residents packed out the meet¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Day has said the town coun¬ 
cil is "not looking at the area from a visi¬ 
tor's point of view" and, as a 
consequence, the resort has become a 
"concrete jungle"that is an "insult"to vis¬ 
itors. 

But in response to the comments. 
Councillor Wiliams said the main respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining public areas in 
West Bay belonged to the district and 
county councils respectively. 

She said: "The first thing to say is that 
West Dorset District Council has owner¬ 
ship of most of the public areas of West 
Bay including the Esplanade and car 
parks, and Dorset County Council is re¬ 
sponsible for the roundabouts. 

"I am surprised therefore that Council¬ 
lor Day has not raised his issues with 
these two councils, rather than seeking 
to blame the town council.

"However, with the support of the dis¬ 
trict council, the town council has been 
able to deliver a number of projects in 
West Bay, including the very popular and 
nationally renowned play area. 

"The town council is not responsible 
for many of the issues raised by Council¬ 
lor Day. Therefore, I was very disap¬ 
pointed to see the town council referred 
to as "complacent", when, bearing in 
mind our responsibilities, we are any¬ 
thing but and have a superb record of 
delivering projects in West Bay and Brid¬ 
port." 

The West Bay Community Forum is 
working to put into practice a number of 
plans to help revitalise the area, include 
beach cleaning projects, a dog warden 
scheme and a street art programme. 

And Councillor Williams reassured res¬ 
idents that the council would continue 
to work closely with the Forum to try to 
make those projects successful. 

Councillor Williams added: "The town 
council is happy to continue to deliver 
more projects in West Bay, working 
alongside the West Bay Forum and with 
the support of the other councils. 

"We have also fully supported the West 
Bay Forum in its bid to change the road 
layout entering the harbour. 

"WDDC has agreed to transfer the Salt 
House, Fisherman's Green and the water 
sports building at that location to the 
town council. And we are currently im¬ 
proving the facilities in the Salt House, 
awaiting final funding to start work on

"The town council hosted popular mid¬

Talks underway on 47 bus service 


COUNCILLORS have 
begun talks to find a sus¬ 
tainable solution for the 
threatened 47 bus service, 
linking Bridport with 
Crewkeme and Yeovil. 

The service is due to end 
at the end of the school 
year in June, and workers 
as well as students who 
rely on the service for 
their daily commute are 
set to lose out. 

But after campaigners 
last month presented a pe¬ 
tition to Dorset County 
Council’s Environment 
Overview Committee ask¬ 
ing for the service to be 
retained, a working group 
has been set up by the 
council to assess all op¬ 
tions. 

And following the 
group’s first meeting this 
week, Bridport’s repre¬ 
sentative in the group 
Councillor Ros Kayes 
said discussions had been 
“going well”. 

Councillor Kayes said: 
“We are due to meet 
shortly with representa¬ 
tives from Yeovil College 


and Somerset County 
Council, which each have 
a stake in the peak time 
service, to agree a way 
forward. 

“I have some concerns 
that there is talk about the 
peak time service being 
important just because 
students use it. There is 
far more to it. 

“Although at my most 
recent meeting with cam¬ 
paigners, mention was 
made of use of commu¬ 
nity buses, it is clear that 
the peak time service, 
which needs to be avail¬ 
able both to students and 
to those who use it to get 
to work, as well as those 
people from Mosterton, 
Broadwindsor and Drimp- 
ton who have to sign on 
and undertake work re¬ 
lated training at Yeovil 
Job Centre, needs to be 
more than just a student 
service.” 

Earlier this year cam¬ 
paigners collected more 
than 2,000 signatures for 
a petition to save the serv¬ 
ice. 


There is currently no 
service on Sundays or 
Bank Holidays and First 
Dorset, which recently 
took over the running of 
the service on a temporary 
basis, will only continue 
to operate the route until 
June. 

Councillor Kayes added 
that the bus provided an 
important link in connect¬ 
ing local people with jobs 
and training opportunities, 
as well as students travel¬ 
ling to Yeovil College. 

She said: “There are 
clear equality of access is¬ 
sues here. 

“It is not just about the 
responsibilities of the 
county councils to enable 
access to further educa¬ 
tion, but a responsibility 
to support jobs and train¬ 
ing for the unemployed. 

“I will continue to cam¬ 
paign to keep the peak 
time service available for 
all the groups who use it 
because those in work as 
well as those looking for 
work are just as important 
as students.” 


'No timescale'for pinch point work 


DELAYS to work due to be carried out 
on the controversial pinch point near 
the Haddon House Hotel in West Bay 
are set to continue, after the West 
Dorset District Council confirmed 
there was "no timescale" for the work. 

The pinch point prevents two-way 
traffic coming in and out of the har¬ 
bour on West Bay Road, but residents 
and councillors have criticised the 
safety of the design. 

Dorset County Councillor for Brid¬ 
port Ros Kayes said the bad weather 
over the winter had slowed progress 
but that work had also been delayed 
by "bureaucratic buck passing" be¬ 
tween the district and county councils. 

She said: "The district council has 
twice sent DCC instructions which 
have either been unclear in terms of 
the design work, or simply wrong - in 
one case, asking for the whole of the 
road between the junction and St 
John's Church to be resurfaced instead 
of just a strip. 

"In each case the county council has 
had to get back to them for clarifica¬ 


tion and WDDC has delayed its re¬ 
sponse. 

"It is so disrespectful of the public 
and as far as the district council is con¬ 
cerned it is just not good enough." 

A WDDC spokesperson said there 
was "no timescale" for the work to be 
carried out and they could not confirm 
when it would be completed. 

The pinch point is one of a number 
of issues concerning members of the 
West Bay Community Forum, which is 
working to improve aspects of the re¬ 
sort. 

Councillor Kayes, who is also Bridport 
Town Council's representative on the 
Forum, added: "We all hoped this 
would be done by Easter. If not it was 
always going to be the autumn. 

"The new Director of Environment at 
DCC has offered to convene a meeting 
to get this sorted out as quickly as pos¬ 
sible and I believe that he will do all he 
can to ensure that is the case. 

"This is the worst example in a long 
time of bureaucratic buck passing - it 
is infuriating."

£50,000 trim for Dorset's verges 


WITH sunnnner just around the corner, and the nnild 
and wet spring causing rapid growth, Dorset 
County Council is gearing up to keep roadside 
verges in top condition. 

And the council's cabinet has agreed to provide 
an extra £50,000 to increase the number of cuts 
where they can. 

Currently, in towns, verges are cut six times a year 
between March and November and in rural areas 
they are cut twice, between April and October. 
However the wet and mild summers have encour¬ 
aged more plant growth. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabinet member of en¬ 
vironment and the economy, said:"We have to bal¬ 
ance timing the cuts with keeping verges tidy and 
safe for road users. In our towns a neater edge is 
preferred, where on rural roads we can encourage 
a more natural approach. 


"There is a long term plan to form a 'Living 
Verges' partnership - working with the Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, parish and town councils to change 
the way highway vegetation is managed. We want 
to make it make it both more environmentally 
friendly and financially sustainable, but in the 
meantime the cabinet recognise that we need to 
do more to respond to the concerns of communi¬ 
ties." 

The Living Verges partnership will trial new ways 
of managing roadside plants and flowers including 
using clippings for animal feed or as fuel for re¬ 
newable energy. 

Community involvement is also part of the plan 
with better ways for responding to queries and 
complaints.

Road safety survey reveals surprise results 


A RECENT survey conducted by 
Dorset County Council's road 
safety team has shown some sur¬ 
prising results. 

Around 850 people across 
Dorset voluntarily completed a 
set of questions about their own 
road safety behaviour. 

The council wanted to find out 
what Dorset residents think are 
key road safety priorities, their 
perceptions of the acceptability of 
certain behaviours and their own 
self-reported behaviour. 

The top five most important is¬ 
sues that Dorset residents think 
the Government should address 
are, in order: 

1. Drink driving 

2. Speeding 

3. Mobile Phone use (handheld) 

4. Careless driving 

5. Drug driving 

Surprisingly, although almost 
all respondents agreed it is unac¬ 
ceptable and dangerous to drive 
when over the legal alcohol limit, 
more than 40 per cent knew of 
people who they thought had 
done so. Worryingly, one in six 
people admitted to have driven 
themselves when unsure if they 


were over the limit and four even 
admitted to driving at some time 
when they knew they were over 
the limit. 

Although speeding is cited as 
one of top issues to address, more 
than half of respondents did not 
agree that it was dangerous. The 
survey suggests it is the behav¬ 
iour most frequently self reported 
with more than half of the respon¬ 
dents admitting to doing the fol¬ 
lowing at some point: 

• Driving at 40mph in a 30mph 
speed limit area 

• Exceeding the speed limit on 
a country road 

• Driving at 90mph on a motor¬ 
way when there is no traffic about 

Using a hand held mobile phone 
whilst driving was considered the 
third most important road safety 
issue to be addressed. 

A greater proportion of younger 
respondents aged 17-24 were 
more likely to admit to using a 
mobile phone for texting and to 
consider it socially acceptable 
than other age groups. 

The survey results suggest the 
older and more experienced the 
driver, the more dangerous and 


socially unacceptable they con¬ 
sider it to be; however, half of all 
those questioned knew of people 
who had used a hand held mobile 
phone while they drive to make 
or take calls or to send or read 
texts. 

Peter Einney, Dorset County 
Council Cabinet member for en¬ 
vironment and economy, said: 
“Although this survey is only a 
snapshot, it’s interesting to see 
the discrepancy between what 
the Dorset public think are prior¬ 
ities for Government to tackle, ie 
drink-driving and speeding, and 
their own self reported behav¬ 
iour. 

“We are very grateful to all 
those who took part in the survey 
which has given the road safety 
team a lot to consider for the fu¬ 
ture in terms of how our safety 
campaigns should be targeted.” 

As an incentive to complete the 
online survey, there was a prize 
draw which was won by Pete 
Bull, from Bournemouth.

Advice bureau push 
to stamp out scams 


BRIDPORT & District Citizens Ad¬ 
vice Bureau (CAB) is promoting a 
scam awareness month during May 
in an effort to highlight scam activity 
in the local area. 

The campaign, launched this week, 
is an attempt to fight back against 
scammers by providing people with 
advice, information and the neces¬ 
sary skills to spot and stop potential 
scams. 

Shaun Powell, project officer for 
the Bridport CAB branch, said: “The 
same channels that make our lives 
easier - the internet, smart phones, 
doorstep deliveries - also provide 
shortcuts for scammers. 

“I believe the amount of people 
being scammed has risen in recent 
months as more people are using the 
internet. 

“This is our opportunity to make 
people aware of the many different 
scams that exist and how to spot 
them.” 

The campaign starts this week by 
looking at online scams and over the 
course of the month will also cover 
mail, telephone and doorstep scams. 

Every year, more than three million 
people in the UK fall victim to 
scams, losing hundreds and even 
thousands of pounds. 

Crime figures show an almost 60 
per cent rise in reported fraud over 
the past five years boosted by a rise 
in identity theft and online scams. 

Mr Powell added: “Unfortunately,

too many people suffer in silence - 
just five per cent of scams are re¬ 
ported - as people are often too em¬ 
barrassed or ashamed to report when 
they have been scammed. 

“There is a scam for just about 
everyone and every situation and we 
want to make people aware of all the 
different scams available and em¬ 
power people to stop them.” 

The Citizens Advice Bureau is ad¬ 
vising consumers to follow four key 
steps if they think they have become 
the target of a scam. 

Consumers should first check with 


a friend, relative or neighbour and 
then obtain advice from the Citizens 
Advice consumer service. 

Suspected scams should then be re¬ 
ported to Action Fraud, the UK’s na¬ 
tional reporting centre for fraud and 
internet crime, and the message 
should be passed on to friends, fam¬ 
ily and neighbours to make others 
aware of the threat. 

The Citizens Advice Bureau is en¬ 
couraging people to come and talk to 
them at their Bridport office in South 
Street about any concerns they may 
have. The office is open Monday to 
Friday, from 10am to 3pm.

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War heroes'graves to be 
restored for centenary 


THE graves of two West Dorset 
war heroes, who were awarded the 
Victoria Cross for their service, are 
to be restored to mark the anniver¬ 
sary of the start of the World War 
I. 

The Government has made 
£100,000 available for restoring 
the UK graves of Victoria Cross re¬ 
cipients, and the graves of Lt Vic¬ 
tor Crutchley, buried at St Mary’s 
Church in Powerstock, and 2Lt 
William Rhodes-Moorhouse, 
buried at Parnham House in 
Beaminster, will be among those 
repaired. 

While some graves only require 
minor work, others have fallen into 
disrepair - headstones have be¬ 
come illegible, stones have crum¬ 
bled away leaving them unstable 
and some are in danger of collapse. 

As a result, many people are un- 
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aware that there is a Victoria Cross 
recipient buried in their commu¬ 
nity. 

Tony Greenham, chairman of the 
Beaminster branch of the Royal 
British Legion, said: “A lot of these 
graves have been neglected over 
the years and it is especially impor¬ 
tant in the centenary year that they 
are brought up to scratch. 

“I am pleased the Government 
has picked up the tab on this one 
and it can only be a positive thing 
that the restoration work is carried 
out.” 

Last year the Government an¬ 
nounced a national campaign of 
commemorative paving stones to 
be laid in the place of birth of 
World War I Victoria Cross win¬ 


ners across the country, so that 
communities will have a perma¬ 
nent memorial of their local he¬ 
roes. 

Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles, who announced the fund¬ 
ing, said: “An entire generation of 
men fought for Britain’s freedom 
in World War I and all fought 
valiantly. 

“But for hundreds of those men, 
their bravery was of such an excep¬ 
tional nature they were bestowed 
with the highest military award. 

“As these men were honoured for 
their extreme bravery on the battle¬ 
fields, they should be honoured 
still. 

“That is why I am privileged to 
offer more than £100,000 towards 
this project to ensure that their 
final resting places are venerated 
memorials where communities can 
pay their respects and learn about 
their local heroes. 

“This will make sure the graves 
of our Victoria Cross heroes be¬ 
come places to reflect on their self¬ 
less service to the nation. 

“Alongside the creation of com¬ 
memorative paving stones we will 
create a fitting tribute to honour 
these heroes.”

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Abbotsbury'Bug Hotel'back in business 


INSECTS can once again check in to 
five-star luxury accommodation in 
the grounds of Abbotsbury Swan¬ 
nery, after staff worked to recon¬ 
struct the 'Bug Hotel' damaged 
earlier this year by the storms. 

Bad weather over the winter 
washed away the hotel, which was 
providing a refuge for a host of 
creatures. 

But now the insect haven has 
been rebuilt with extra en-suite fa¬ 
cilities to tempt even more of them 
to take up residence. 

Swannery supervisor Charlie 


Wheeler, who created the new facil¬ 
ity, said:"The original bug hotel was 
built using the wood from a large 
Grey Poplar that fell in the July 
storms of 2013. 

"Unfortunately, this fully function¬ 
ing bug haven was knocked down 
and washed away in the storms in 
February, when the Swannery was 
totally submerged. 

"As the wood did not drift too far, 
it was possible to gather what rem¬ 
nants of the old bug hotel we could 
find and start again." 

The high-rise lodging has been re¬ 


built with hollow bamboo to attract 
bees and shady cavities for frogs. 

And Mr Wheeler believes there 
could be up to 2,000 species of in¬ 
sect now using the site. 

"Hopefully the new, bigger and 
better Bug Hotel, will be a little 
more permanent than the last, and 
I hope some of the original resi¬ 
dents have hung on too. I am posi¬ 
tive we will have plenty of new and 
old residents crawling in soon." 


District councillor: town must 
avoid betting shop'blight' 


BRIDPORT must ensure that its town centre does 
not become “blighted” by betting shops, a local 
councillor has warned. 

David Tett, West Dorset District Councillor for 
Bridport South and Bothenhampton, said it was im¬ 
portant that local councils took advantage of new 
powers to prevent betting shops “springing up” in 
Bridport and other West Dorset towns. 

A group of more than 60 cross-party local author¬ 
ities nationwide has lobbied the Government to cre¬ 
ate a separate planning uses class for betting shops, 
which would enable them to address the issue in 
their own communities. 

And Councillor Tett said WDDC should show its 
support for the cause. He said: “Although there are 
very few betting shops here in West Dorset, this is 
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not the case in other parts of the country where clus¬ 
ters of betting shops are opening up and threatening 
a decline in the nature of the high street scene - and 
under current legislation that could happen in Brid¬ 
port. According to figures from the Campaign for 
Fairer Gambling, England’s poorest spend £13 bil¬ 
lion a year on gambling in betting shops, and the 
ongoing spread of betting shops has also been 
linked to gambling addiction and crime. 

“This is a very worrying statistic and giving local 
authorities the power to limit the number of betting 
shops in the high street can only be welcomed for 
the right reasons.”

New project will explore coastal erosion 


A NEW project commissioned by the Jurassic Coast Trust 
is to visit Bridport to encourage residents to think differ¬ 
ently about the threat of coastal erosion. 

The ‘Exploring Erosion’ initiative, which is being man¬ 
aged by Bridport Arts Centre, aims to change people’s 
perspectives on erosion and the view that it is destroying 
the coastline. 

Artists Jeff Pigott and Julia Warin have taken an unusual 
approach in developing the project by designing a range 
of products to protect against the impacts of erosion, such 
as the ‘Knit Your Own Coastal Defences’ kit. 

Alexandra O’Dwyer, from the Jurassic Coast Trust,

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Boost your bedrooms 


ONE of the best ways to make your 
home more suited to your needs, espe¬ 
cially if you have a growing family or 
want to work from home, is to add a 
bedroom. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms 
can also put your home in a different 
price bracket if and when you come to 
sell. 

The most obvious place to put an 
extra bedroom is upstairs, with all the 
others, and sometimes it's possible to 
use the space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom 
spans the front of the house, you may 
be able to divide it in two, as long as 
each room has its own, separate win¬ 
dow. This may not be as satisfactory as 
adding space, but it can work well if 
your home's big enough and you're on 
a limited budget. 

When you come to sell, remember 
that couples and sharers will probably 
be looking for good-sized double bed¬ 
rooms, while families may be happier 
to have more, smaller bedrooms if it 
means one for each child. 

If rejigging the existing space isn't an 
option, consider converting the loft 
into a bedroom or bedrooms instead. 
If you can also fit a bathroom or shower 
room up there, and built-in storage, 
you've created the perfect master or 
guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conver¬ 
sions are ones with skylights (eaves 
conversions), as the line of the roof is 
unchanged. However, this isn't ideal if 
the loft has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more 


useable space inside is often necessary, 
which means a (more expensive and 
complicated) dormer, mansard or hip- 
to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big 
difference to how useable the space is 
- some lofts don't have enough head 
height to make the conversion worth¬ 
while unless you lower the ceilings in 
the rooms below. This is a big and ex¬ 
pensive Job and won't be practical if 
the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized 
staircase up to the loft on the floor 
below and if this means losing a bed¬ 
room, you may not gain much by con¬ 
verting the loft. 

Building regulations for loft conver¬ 
sions are very strict about having a safe 
means of escape in the event of a fire, 
so it's not necessarily the easiest way to 
add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and 
preferably a bathroom or shower room 
next to it, can work better, providing 


your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually 
used to add kitchen, dining and living 
space, but they can include bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often bet¬ 
ter because you can create extra living 
space downstairs and bedrooms up¬ 
stairs and it should be cheaper than 
doing a ground-floor extension and a 
loft conversion, but two-storey exten¬ 
sions aren't always easy to do with our 
planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom is 
converting your home's garage (or out¬ 
buildings) into one. If the garage is 
mostly used for storage and the stuff 
can be stored elsewhere, the garage 
may be more useful and valuable as a 
bedroom, as long as it's converted 
properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you 
could put a bedroom on top of the 
garage, if there's space to build above 
it and for a new corridor on the first 
floor.

Room for fun 


CHILDREN and a calm, stylish home 
don't always go hand in hand. But 
you can create spaces to suit grown¬ 
ups and youngsters alike, as family 
lifestyle expert Ashlyn Gibson tells 
Gabrielle Fagan. 

If your home is feeling like a bat¬ 
tleground, as you and your children 
fight for territory, it could be time for 
a new strategy. 

Before you consider moving or 
boarding schools - or simply resign 
yourself to chaos until they've flown 
the nest - there is another answer: 
creating rooms that suit your need 
for stylish spaces as well as theirs for 
play areas. 

"Children and decor aren't gener¬ 
ally regarded as a match made in 
heaven. Sticky fingers, the patter of 
tiny, muddy feet and an ever-grow¬ 
ing collection of plastic toys can 
take their toll on rooms," says Ashlyn 
Gibson, author of Creative Family 
Home; a blueprint for transforming 
a home that appeals equally to 
grown-ups and youngsters. 

All that's needed, she believes, is a 
little imagination, a dash of flair, and 
with your children's help, a family 
home can be one that's fun and 
which you're proud to show off. 

"Bringing up children is an adven¬ 
ture and living with them should be 
fun," she says. "It's all about captur¬ 
ing their spirit of wonder, discovery 
and sense of fun, and giving them 
child-friendly spaces which encour¬ 
age them to be imaginative. Spaces 
where you can all relax, and they 
can express their personalities." 

Key ingredients, she says, are prac¬ 
tical layouts, easy-to-clean durable 
surfaces able to withstand the 
rough and tumble of family life, and 
ideally a neutral backdrop so that it's 
easy to add vivid colour and pattern, 
which children love, in everything 
from fabrics and furnishings 
through to their toys, collections 
and artwork. 

"With a bit of ingenuity you can 
showcase their possessions to great 
effect, and have a home that never 
looks stagnant or dull. A colourful, 
visually stimulating home is an in¬ 
spiring place for everyone, young 



and old." 

Play & display 

Children's toys seem to have a life 
of their own, apparently cloning 
themselves over night so they con¬ 
stantly overflow storage boxes and 
invade every corner. Make stum¬ 
bling over them a distant memory 
by providing child-friendly storage. 

"A home free of clutter will have a 
relaxed, calm vibe which the whole 
family will enjoy," says Gibson. 

"Portable storage, a box on castors 
or a vintage suitcase, is versatile and 
allows children to transport con¬ 
tents from room to room." 

Tip: Have a clear-out of toys regu¬ 
larly but do it with your children - 
don't rush them, because choosing 
what to discard is all part of the 
process of growing up. Donate un¬ 
wanted items to a charity shop or let 
them boost pocket money by sell¬ 
ing at car boot sales. 

Hide & seek style 

"Children love making dens, cosy- 
ing up in small spaces and finding 
secret boltholes they can call their 
own," says Gibson. 

"You don't need to invest in ex¬ 
pensive playhouses which will soon 
be outgrown. Just create places in 
rooms, whether it's an old sofa, or 
the space behind one, for enjoying 



reading sessions, or simply a pile of 
cushions and a lamp on a landing. 

"Even a small bedroom will be a 
much-loved sanctuary if you invest 
in a raised bed so there's more space 
below it for playtime. Allow children 
a say in how it's decorated. If they 
experiment and express their per¬ 
sonalities, they'll want to spend time 
in it." 

Tip: If children share a bedroom 
spell out their names in letters on 
the walls by each bed to mark out 
their territory. Fabric Personalised 
Letters, £9.99 each, from Country 
Bumpkins. 

Shared space 

The space where you're cooking or 
working can be magnetic to chil¬ 
dren, but unsafe as well as incon¬ 
venient. Instead, suggests Gibson, 
utilise 'dead space' for play zones, 
like an under-stairs cupboard. Use a 
fold-away dining table so the space 
doubles as an activity area, or desig¬ 
nate a play corner. "If there's enough 
height, an indoor swing will give 
youngsters hours of enjoyment," she 
says. 

Tip: Masking tape can be used on 
hard floors to create a hopscotch 
court or to mark out a treasure trail. 
My FirstTrainTape, £10.99, from Gift 
Oasis, can be used on walls and 
floors. 

Creative corners 

Think outside of the paint box and 
create areas throughout the home 
where youngsters can doodle and 
daub, urges Gibson. 

"A desk where they can base 
themselves is essential. Sitting at it 
and conjuring up their own projects 
encourages them to develop pow¬ 
ers of concentration, and learn how 
to zone out and become completely 
involved in activities and make-be¬ 
lieve," she says. 

Tip: Frame their art work in per¬ 
spex or clip-frames and create a 
gallery. Drawing on walls needn't be 
a banned activity! Mark out a picture 
frame shape on a wall with masking 
tape and let them express them¬ 
selves within it. Peel off tape once 
finished and the picture will have 
crisp edges and be a unique focal 
point.

VILLAGE EVENSONG AT STINSFORD 



IN THE early nineteenth century, var¬ 
ious members of Thomas Hardy's 
family played their stringed instru¬ 
ments up in the gallery at Stinsford 
Church, providing the music for the 
regular Sunday services before the 
days of organs and robed choirs. 

Beaminster Gallery Quire is dedi¬ 
cated to researching and perform¬ 
ing the village church music of that 
time, so it is most appropriate that 
they should be visiting Hardy's own 
parish church to play and sing a 
service of Choral Evensong con¬ 
ducted in the style of around 1830, 
taking place this Sunday, May 11th, 
at 6pm, at Stinsford Church, near 
Dorchester. 

Village church music was then 
quite unlike music heard in many 
churches today - in fact it was all 
rather jolly and upbeat - and by the 
middle of the century it had given 
way to changing fashions and the 


Victorian reform movement. 
Beaminster Gallery Quire will be 
turning the clock back to the earlier 
period, singing and playing with 
gusto! 

Music is of course only one part of 
the service, its style changing greatly 
with the passing years. By contrast, 
the Order of Evening Prayer is taken 
from the 1662 Book of Common 
Prayer, and these unchanging words 
are the basis for the recreation of a 
service as it might have been con¬ 


ducted two centuries ago. 

The congregational hymns are all 
of the period, but are still well- 
known to this day. We hope that a 
packed church will raise 'A Joyful 
Noise unto the Lord'! 

Following the service of Evensong, 
there will be a short interval for light 
refreshments, after which Beamin¬ 
ster Gallery Quire will 'loose its stays' 
for half an hour, entertaining us with 
some lighter items from the Gallery 
Repertoire.

Weymouth are a good team but we were unlucky 
not to put another four or five past them." 

This victory means that Bridport's game on Sun¬ 
day against Sherborne at Bridport's St Mary's 
Field will act as a cup final for the league; a large 
crowd would be appreciated.
